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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-1 1 are indefinite because the scope of the term "about" is unknown. 

Again, claims 1-1 1 are indefinite because the scope the phrase "hop solids" is not known. 
A review of the specification, page 7, shows that "hop solids are those solids which remain after 
substantially all of the alpha acids, beta acids, and hop oils have been removed from hops by a 
solvent ..." Because the scope the phrase "substantially all . . ." is not known, the scope the 
phrase "hop solids" is not known. This disclosure appears to further define the disclosure 
(discussed by applicants in the instant response), found on page 3, and, therefore, does not 
provide the necessary scope to make the claims definite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goldstein et 
al (USPN 5,972,41 l)(hereinafter Goldstein) for the reason set forth in the last Office Action.. 

Applicants have amended their claims so that the final concentration of alpha acids in the 
their non polar solvent washed extract is less than about 5mg/L. As previously stated, hexane is 
a notoriously well known hop extractant and its use in the Goldstein process would be prima 
facie obvious. The use of the hexane would inherently remove the alpha acids present in the hop 
solids of Goldstein. In response to applicant's argument that Goldstein does not teach the use of 
non-polar solvent, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow 
naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when 
the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat, 
App. & Inter. 1985).
